tuberculosis. By successful treatment the incipient cases can be cured and 
those that have attained a serious stage may be effectively checked by out- 
door life, exercise, good load and rest which arc the ingredients that count 
in the tight agj{in?t the white plague. 


During the last ten years the death rate from 
tuberculosis 
in the 


United States fell from 106.0 for each 100,000 persons to 1B0.3, a decrease 
of 18.7 per cent., while the general death rate, including'all causes of death, 
declined only half as fast or at the rate of 0.7 per cent. These are the 
figures of the census bureau, and they show that the fight agninst tuber- 
culosis is hearing good fruit. 
It is, therefore, desirable to keep it up so 


thnt the percentages of deaths from year to year will be steadily reduced. 
It is to he expected that the decline iu Hie death rate from this disease 
during the next ten years would be very much larger than during the last ten.

people iu offering a quick method of delivering small packages. It would 
brins; the producer and the consumer closer together and thus eliminate 
some of the extortions that are practised by the greedy middlemen. Two 
bills are before congress, the Sulzcr bill and the Bourne bill, but there does 
not seem to he a sufficient popular demand £or this improvement to move 
congress to decisive action. Yet the parcels post would assist the people in 
cutting down the cost of living, it would protect them against the extortion 
and the delay of express companies and would accomplish a great reform.
